INFECTIOUS  DISEASES .  One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  ana  four  cases  of 
Diphtheria  were~notified  as  compared  with  eleven  and  four  cases 
respectively  in  1941 u  3  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  were  found  not  to 
ho  suffering  from  the  disease;  the  remaining  case,  a  child  who  had 
heen  immunised,  was  a  doubtful  case;  the  result  of  swabs  all  being 
negative . 

The  Immunisation  scheme  has  been  continued,  it  being  estimated  that 
82 of  children  1  -  3  years  and  5  -  15  years  have  received  the 
treatment .
